OF $625,000 


Province and Dominion To 


Share Cost Alberta 
Road Projects 


Approval has been given by the 
Dominion government to the Al- 
berta submissions for a $625,000 
main highways program for the 
current summer, Hon. W. A. 
Fallow, minister of public works, 
announced Thursday, 

The program includes an appro- 
priation of $100,000 on the Edmon- 
ton-Jasper highway, with the Dom- 
inion and provincial governments 
sharing the cost on an equal basis. 


SURFACING 

Expenditures to which Dominion 
approval have been given, include 
a total of $550,000, to be shared 
equally by the province and the 
Dominion and to be spent on im- 
proving and surfacing highways in 
the central and southern parts of 
the province. An additional $75,000 
will be spent on the Grimshaw 
highway north tothe 60th parallel 
and on the road from South Turner 
Valley to Cayley. There will be 
$30.000 spent on the north road and 
$45,000 on the south, the govern- 
ments to equally share costs. 

Approval has been given for the 
expenditure of the total of $550,000 
for the following projects:

ALL TRUCKS ARE 
NOW CLASSIFIED 
AS COMMERCIAL 


All trucks which are not public 
service vehicles are classified as 
commercial vehicles unless the Al- 
berta highway traffic board de- 
cides to exempt any class after ex- 
amination of the circumstances, it 
was stated on Thursday by Alfred 
Chard, chairman of the board. 

Mr. Chard pointed out that pro- 
vision for this was included in an 
amendment to the Public Service 
Vehicles Act passed at the last 
session, 

Under this amendment, all trucks 
operating within cities, towns or 
villages or within five miles of 
such centres, and all farmers’ 
trucks, now are under the juris- 
diction of the board and will be 
required to comply with the regu- 
lations of the board as to the rules 
of the road, such as dimensions, 
weights of loads, tights, brakes and 
other features, and also to be cer- 
tificated by the board. 

City trucks will now be limited 
in their operations to the limits of 
the city in which they operate, If 
wishing to operate to a distance of 
five miles from city centres they 
will be required to pay one-half 
the regular fee. No charge will be 
made for issuing certificates to 
farmers’ trucks which are confin- 
ed to their own farm operations, 
but they will be required to sub- 
mit applications to the board.

APPROVAL OF 
1939 BUDGET 


Government Major Step 
Ahead In Business Of 
Parliament 


OTTAWA, May 4—The govern- 
ment was a major step ahead in 
the besiness of this parliamentary 
session today with finance minta- 
ter Charles Dunning's new budget 
approved and moved inte com- 
mittee state by a 144-54 vote. 

The vote, taken late last night, 
aaw Conservatives, C.C.F., Social 
Credit members and two western 
Liberals unite to support a C.C.F, 
sub-amendment and the Conserva- 
tive amedment to the budget reso- 
lution but even then the govern- 
ment rolled up a majority of 90. 


RAPID-FIRE BARRAGE 

Four days of intense debate were 
climaxed by a rapid-fire barrage 
against government policy by Hon. 
R. J. Manion, Coservative leader. 

So sure was Dr. Manion that the 
electorate shared his views of the 
government's record that he invited 
and even challenged—the govern- 
ment to call an election early in the 
Autumn, as s0on as possible after 
the Royal visit. 

“Public opinion today is as much 
against the government as it was 
against us in 1934 and the result 
‘will be the same,” he asserted, 


FREQUENT CLASHES 


Dr. Manion’s speéch of more than 
an hour was punctuated with fre- 
quent clashes with questioners in 
government benches, particularly 
while he chided the government on 
some of its 1935 election circulars 
and reviewed the railway situation. 

Dr, Manion said frankly he did 
not think there was a complete 
solution to the railway problem 
The railways were the victimes of 
changing conditions. 

“I say there is no solution, tf by 
solution ig meant the wiping out of 
the deficit of the Canadian National 
Railways,” he said. “The business is 
not there; it has dropped so much.” 


SUBSTANTIAL ECONOMIES 


However, he did think substantial 
economies could be effected if the 
Canadian National and Canadian 
Pacific railways would take advant- 
age of the great opportunities they 
had for further co-operative meéa- 
sures. There was, though, no way 
the C.N.R. deficit could be elimin- 
ated or even nearly wiped out. 

Today the house will begin debate 
on the government's wheat legisla- 
tion, expected to prove one of the 
most vigorously-fought issues of the 
whole session, 

Dr. Manion, noting the govern- 
ment’s revised wheat guarantee of 
70 cents a bushel, predited the price 
might later be boosted to 60 or 90 
cents “to get votes.” 

He levelled sharp criticism at the 
budget itself, in which, he said, 
there was nothing for the poor man. 
The sales tax and sugar tax remain- 
ed the same. Theré was no indi- 
cation of any solution of the plight 
of the unemployed and the cost of 
living index now stood at 84, cam- 
pared to 79.1 when the Conserva- 
tives went out of power.

We own the half of a great con- 
tinent. And there are but eleven 
million of us. Yet many are in 
distress.

country. But you'll find the bread 
lines everywhere. 

If you knew your fellow Cana- 
dians as I do, if you knew this 
country as I do, then you would say 
with me, that if at any time, in any 
land, God meant that there should 
be security for humankind, He 
meant that there should be security 
in Canada, today. Yet look at us. 


We have talked about re-| 


I do not need to tell you that | 


something is terribly wrong. No 
sensible person will deny it. We 
live, unnaturally. In all history, you 
cannot find so great a gap as we 
have here, between what is and 
what could be. We can't go on this 
way. Inescapable poverty we will 
endure. But escapable poverty is 
a challenge to freedom. If freedom 
cannot get us security, it cannot 
prevail, Fascism will replace it. 


What is thé matter with us? We) 


have an old economic system that 
will not work. It was designed in 
the age of scarcity. It cannot work 
in the age of plenty. Its purpose 
was profits, not prosperity. That is 
its purpose, still Why, then, is this 
old system not reformed, so it may 
serve us? 


CAN BE DONE 

1 have come here to tell you. I 
have not come to urge some trick 
formula for prosperity. In this 
country no ‘rick formula is needed; 
only the free application of common 
sense. I do not pretend to any ex- 
clusive knowledge or scientific ex- 
cellence. But I do claim to under- 
stand what is wrong with this 
country and how it can be made 
right. 

This is what is wrong. Cana- 
dian democracy has broken down. 
Its form remains. The substance 
has been lost. We gave power to 

Parliament to act on our behalf 
and for our good. Parliament has 
usurped that power. It fails to 
serve us. Thus there is want and 
unemployment, everywhere. 

Only Parliament can reform the 
economic system. Yet Parliament 
does nothing, Because it 15 con- 
trolled by the old Liberal and Con- 
servative parties: And these old 
parties are controlled by reaction. 
Reaction opposes reform. It fears 
that prosperity for the people will 
destroy high profits for special 
privilege. 

I have said this before. A few 
weeks ago I made a speech at 
Ottawa. 1 said that the first task of 
Canadians is to give their country 
a free parliament, because today the 
parliament of Canada is not free to 
serve the people. I said there will 
never be reform until we pul capa- 
city and patriotism into pariiament; 
there will never be prosperity until 
we put into parliament men and 
women who love their country bet- 
ter than themselves. 

The next day I was attacked in 
parliament: an exhibition of panic 
not helpful, I should imagine, to 
parliament. 


REPEATS INDICTMENT 

But I have no reason to think that 
my words were not well and accur- 
ately chosen, Therefore, 1 repeat 
them. If there are better ones with 
which to indict the old parties, I in- 
voke them, too.

The old economic system began in 
the days of scarcity.

It is natural therefore, that the 
old system and the old parties 
should subscribe to the sane ideal 
and the same technique.

| you do, there will never be security 


and deed; one is the economic wing; 
the other is the political wing. They 
are the double-headed champion of 
high profits. Production for secur- 
ity was never dreamed of in their 
philosophy. 

The economic wing of reaction 
has always given money to the old 
parties. I believe that it has been 
the accepted practice of tiie Con- 
servative end Liberal parties to take 
financial contributions from the 
vested interests, They are called 
campaign funds. This practice is so 
venerable that now to some, it seems 
essential to the proper working of 
the system. I hold a contrary view. 
I maintain that the system is im- 
mobilized thereby. Political parties | 
which take money from special | 
privilege surely must surrender 
their independence in exchange. 
These contributions unite the two 
wings of reaction in a common 
cause. It is not the people's cause. 


WANT HIGH PROFITS 


That. seems obvious. Why does a 
great corporation give money to the 
Liberal and Conservative parties? 
Is it to inspire them to better serve 
the public interest? Is it to per- 
suade them to break down tariffs, | 
monopolies, prices; to put up wages, 
to provide a real market for our 
primary products? I do not think so. 

When a corporation pays out 
money, it means to get value for 
that money. It means to promote its 
own purpose. Its purpose is high 
profits. High profits are based on 
scarcity. 

Therefore, when a great corpora- 
tion pays out money to the old polit- 
ical parties, it sets out, in effect, to 
have barriers built up against our 
security. When the old parties ac- 
cept that money, are they not bound 
to build up these barriers? 

Look at this matter another way. 
Since the Great War, what has either 
of the old political parties really 
done to get security for the people; 
to bring production to its proper 
level, to bring distribution to that 
level? Nothing. Within the ambit 
of the old economy, the old parties 
have toyed with the theory of re- 
form. It has been a sort of game 
to fool the public. Special privilege 
has gleefully participated. 


BENNETT WAS VICTIM 

But if anyone really tried to 
serve you, reaction’s geniality quick- 
ly turned to furious attack. The 
last leader of the Conservative party 
bravely tried to serve you. What 
did reaction do to him? 

You need no further proof of what 
I say than that. 

Therefore, I put this proposition 
straight to you. 

Get rid of the old parties. Until 


in Canada, Until you have political) 
reform, you will never have econ- 
omical reform. Until you get a free 
parliament, high profits will keep 
production down. 

We have talked about reform 
and prayed for it. We have wond- 
eréd and worried. We have 
suffered and died. Now let us be 
sensible. Take action which will 
get results.

TRAGEDY OF INSECURITY 


Get rid of the old parties. Or they 
will get rid of our democracy. These 
past twenty years in Canada, these 
past few years in Europe, both tell 
you that is s0. Here, democracy is 
dying; there, it is dead. Charge up 
this tragedy to insecurity. 

Now it is silly, of course, to say 
that Canadians cannot have security, 

Over seventy years ago, Canada 
began. Those were the days of the 
pioneer. They were hard days, but 
we had hardy ancestors. They per- 
severed. In course of time, they had 
possessed the half of this great con- 
tinent. Upon the map, Canada be- 
came majestic. In the hearis of our 
scattered people, there was nope. 

We prevailed. We worked hard 
for what we got. We did not get a 
great deal. But we got all there was 
to get. Thus, though poor, we were 
contented. We felt that we were 
pioneering for prosperity. 

In this way, we went on until the 
war. Before the Great War, a 
miracle which had been long pre- 
paring, came to pass. 

We learned the art of turning our 
great natural wealth into abund- 
ance, Science was the teacner. 


DID NOT GO FORWARD 


War tortured science into fresh 
achievements, So that after the 
war, when we had caught our 
breath, we were ready to go for- 
ward, We were equipped to turn 
our natural wealth into security for 
all our people.

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Canada Leads 


The Senate banking committee gave 
approval to the bill by which Hon. Ian 
Mackenzie plans to keep profits on non- 
competitive munitions contracts down to 
five per cent of the capital actually em- 
ployed. Canada is thus one step ahead of 
Great Britain in profit-control, legislation 
not yet having been passed at London to 
implement Premier Chamberlain's pro- 
mise given when conscription was an- 
nounced. So far as advance legislation 
can prevent there will be no profiteering 
in Canada’s armament program, nor in 
supplying munitions should war break out. 

The only serious objection raised to 
the bill has in fact been the rather ob- | 
vious one that the rate of profit may have 
been set too low. That manufacturers | 
will turn from other lines of production 
in order to make five per cent on muni- 
tions contracts is rather doubtful. That 
new companies will be organized for the 
purpose is still more doubtful. Under 
stress of emergent conditions it is quite 
likely the profit-limit would have to be 
raised to stimulate production. 


But it is easier to raise such a limit 
than to lower it, and better to draw the 
restrictions too tight than too loose. Pat- 
riotism ought to count for Something 
when the country needs munitions, and 
the bill will help to show how much it 
does count for. 


Loss And Gain 


Dry spring weather spells menace to 
outlying settlements in brushy and tim- 
bered areas. For a week or more fires | 
have been sweeping through districts to 
the west, northwest and southwest of the 
city, and in more remote parts of the 
treed section of the province. Several 
persons have been severely burned, a 
number of farm homes have been de- 
Stroyed, three sawmills in one commun- 
ity went up in smoke, the entire male 
population in some localities has been 
fighting fire to exhaustion. The sufferers 
will need help in the shape of food, cloth- 
ing, tools, machinery, stock, furniture, 
or the cash equivalent of these, 

The paradox is that while the fire- 
fighters have been too few in numbers to 
check the flames or even save property, 
there are hundreds of idle men in Edmon- 
ton and other centres who could be used 
to reinforce them, save homes and stop 
the wastage of timber. It would cost 
money to put them on the job, but homes | 
and the timber are worth Saving; and 
unless drenching rain comes there may be 
lives lost also in isolated homesteads. 
Forest fires should be taken more Serious- 
ly than they ever have been in this prov- | 
ince, and men recruited pr omptly in the 
number needed to combat them. 

The other side of the picture is that 
the unbroken fine weather has given the 
farmers an excellent chance to get ahead 
with their spring work. Seeding is well 
under way everywhere, and will reach the 
peak this week. That is the compensation, 
from the standpoint of general interest. 
for the damage the favorable Seeding 
weather is permitting the fires to do in 
the timbered sections of the province. 
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Who Could Object To This? 


The bills relating to the marketing of 
wheat and the payment of acreage bon- 
uses to farmers whose crops fail, have 
been thrown into the “melting pot” at 
Ottawa. Amendments have been intro- 
duced, obviously because of western ob- 
jection to 60 cents as the advance price, 
This suggests that further representa- 
tions might bring further changes, pro- 
vided the additional proposals are not 
such as to revive and strengthen eastern 
hostility to what is regarded in the older 
provinces as a “hand out” to the west. 

There is no practical advantage to be 
gained in precipitating an “east and west” 
fight, nor in making the initial price a 
political foot-ball, What can be sought 
wth hope of success is a compromise that 
will accomplish the essential purpose— 
that of keeping the western farmer in 
business—-without imposing too heavy a 
demand on the Dominion treasury. 

Not much attention seems to have 
been paid as yet to the proposition that 
the price be raised, but that the amount 
of wheat on which it is payable to any 
farmer be limited. Rather the exponents 
opinion seem to have been in-

grown in the west—which means for all 
the wheat than can be grown. That de- 
mand is not easy of defence, and there is 
an arrangement that the price be 80 cents 
per bushel, but payable on only the first 
two thousand bushels delivered by each 
farmer. That, coupled with the acre bonus, 
would assure the farmer he would get a 
living, whether he got a crop or not. And 
no taxpayer, east or west, could reason- 
ably object to giving him that measure of 
insurance rather than invite the collapse 
of western agriculture. 

The amended proposal now before 
parliament, to set the initial price at 70 
cents but make it payable up to 5,000 
bushels per farmer, will be subject to 
cross-fire. The man on a small farm will 
claim he cannot produce wheat at 70 cents, 
Fort William basis. The eastern tax- 
payer will say the 5,000 bushel maxi- 
mum is too high. The wheat-miner will 
say the price is too low, and there should 
not be any maximum.

Current Comment 
Are We Too Exacting? 


Some comment is heard on the fact that re- 
cruits for the Permanent Force are not accepted 
unless they have grade twelve educational stand- 
ing. y 

The Albertan is not one to underestimate the 
need for “brains” in the modern soldier. But 
Stade twelve standing is first year university, 
And it means that if grade twelve were abolished 
~which has been discussed, not very seriously 
the Service, if it maintained this exacting re- 
quirement, would have to go to the universities 
for all its recruits, 

Could a matriculant from grade eleven not 
also make an efficient soldier? Or even an or- 
dinary schoolboy from grade eight, if he was 
otherwise fit in body and intelligence? For the 
test of a boy's “brightness” is not, after all, the 
grades he took at school, but how able he is likely 
to be for the trade he wants to learn. And if 
the trade is a soldier's the argument applies just 
as aptly as if it were a mechanic's, a salesman’s 
or a bookkeeper's, 

ae * % 

There must be thousands of young, unem- 
ployed, able-bodied fellows in the country today 
who would make first-rate soldiers, even if they 
have not first year university standing or even 
junior matriculation, 

Moreover, when a youngster has advanced to 
Such a stage he generally feels (not illogically) 
that having an education that fits him for one of 
the professions he would be a young fool not to 
capitalize it. 

Is not the Service, which says it needs men, 
ignoring a lot of manpower and dissipating what 
it has? For granted that your grade twelve man 
might earn his promotion more easily (though 
it is by no means certain) than his grade eight 
chum, a whole permanent force of undergrad- 
uates is going to be in competition with each 
other for promotion. 

Assuming, in other words, that his grade 
twelve standing is an advantage to him’ (which 
is not necessarily admitted) the advantage is 
discounted because it is a minimum requirement. 
What time hundreds of young men, just as fit or 
fitted physically, just as intelligently able to 
learn soldiering, are turned away from the bar- 
racks gate, and into transient unemployment.

There would 
always be manpower for war—the same as there 
is always money. Or perhaps the idea is to pre-

Mining And Taxation 

Unfortunately, just when the mining boom 
has got well under Way, an attitude developed at 
Ottawa which gave ground for real concern, The 
Bennett government, despite assurances that 
gold mining was not to be discriminated against 
in the matter of taxation, changed its mind and 
clapped a ten per cent bullion tax on the indus- 
try. The attitude adopted was that the gain in 
the value of gold was fortuitous and that the in- 
dustry should be asked to contribute more of its 
production to the public coffers. The effect of 
the bullion tax, which was later removed, was 
disastrous to gold mining. Markets for securities 
took a vertical dive that cost Canadian share- 
holders far more than the revenue from the tax 
would have been in many years. Investors lost 
confidence in the government and in its promises. 

With the change of government which re- 
sulted from the election of 1935 there came a 
restoration of confidence. Spokesmen at Ottawa 
assured producers, developers and prospectors 
that it recognized the value of enhanced metal 
production in the depression period. In discuss- 
ing the 1936 budget the Minister of Finance, Hon. 
Mr. Dunning, stated: “I desire to add that as 
uncertainty of taxation is a definite deterrent to 
the making of new commitments in a hazardous 
industry, the mining industry may rely upon it 
that this government will not impose discrimin- 
atory taxation with respect to mines. While the 
present government is in power mining enter- 
prises can depend upon treatment at least as 
favorable as that accorded to other industries 
under income tax.” 

This evidence of Ottawa sympathy and de- 
Sire to promote mining, following as it did state- 
ments by provinces that “stabilization of taxa- 
tion” was desirable and would be maintained so 
far as mining was concerned, had a salutary 
effect. In a business world where but few things 
were stable and where opportunities of profit- 
able participation in the development of new in- 
dustries were few and far between, these re- 
assuring staternents were welcomed. Mining and 
gold mining in particular, again forged ahead. 

A lot of nuisance regulations, some involving 
taxation and others the sale of securities, com- 
bined with world financing conditions, have, 
however, slowed down the mining money market 
once more. Some of this nuisance legislation has 
been removed but in its place has developed at 
many points a fear that governmental promises 
of stability of taxation will not extend beyond 
elections, 

As far as The Northern Miner has been able 
to ascertain, this feer is groundless. The attitude 
of governments and Opposition parties is, pro- 
perly, that stability of taxation has brought us so 
much in the way of new business and new em- 
ployment (far beyond what was hoped for when 
the policy was initiated) that the policy should 
not be changed. This attitude now applies to 
government and the Conservative party at Ot- 
tawa, The Northern Miner can say. This is also 
apperently the viewpoint of governments of On- 
tario and other mining provinces and appears to 
be shared by chief opposition parties as well, In 
fact, we are assured that Stability in mining taxes 
is a settled px The Canadian idea—and 
Ottawa again de nstrates it—is to encourage 
mining development.—The Northern Miner,

You'll probably agree that conscription was 
justified under the cireurnstances, It should give 
a stimulus to military training in Canada, It's 
too late to start learning how to defend one's 
country when ah enemy appears on the horizon, 
Where it isn’t carried to the point of subjection, 
military drill is excellent training. In a great 
land of outdoor sport like Canada, every city 
man would be better for training in drill, know- 
ledge of firearms and camp life, 
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Some day we may know the precise signifi- 
cance of the German fleet's present voyage to the 
Mediterranean. The reason offered, that it is a 
resumption of a former custom, seems thin. The 
ships have had lots of use in Spanish waters in 
the past three years. One remembers that less 

than a year ago Herr Hitler 
WHEN ADOLF ordered a mobilization of 
MAKES PLEDGES the German army. He gave 
his assurance that mobiliza- 
tion was not for war, but a mere peace-time re- 
hearsal. He kept up the bluff by announcing he 
had no differences with the Czechs that could not 
be settled by negotiation. Once his armies were 
mobilized he used them to threaten war on 
Czecho-Slovakia unless the Sudeten areas were 
given him. Exulting over the success of his 
duplicity, he told the Reichstag how weeks be- 
fore he gave the mobilization order, and pledged 
his word that it was not for war purposes, he had 
made up his mind to invade Czecho-Slovakia 
and fixed the very date for the coup. 

So when the German fleet, headed by two 
pocket battleships went on its peaceable mission 
for manoeuvres in the Mediterranean, the British 
government decided to keep the super-battle- 
ship H.M.S. Repulse on call instead of sending 
it across the Atlantic with Their Majesties, 
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People with unworthy minds, like myself, 
will question if the German fleet wasn't timed to 
be in the Mediterranean when H.MS. Repulse 
was On the other side of the Atlantic. A photo 
of the German battleships 
steaming through the English 
Channel was taken by a news- 
man before a German plane 
was catapulted from one of the vessels to warn 
the photographer away. 

It looks as if some of the manoeuvres had 
not been successful for Nazi destroyer 32 with a 
bad list was being towed by the convoy ship 
Samland.

Likening an air-bomber to “a moving can- 
non,” Sikorsky says an aerial] bomb is about as 
effective as an artillery shell. The explosive 
power is slightly higher in the aerial bomb, but 
direct hits are much more difficult to obtain than 
with artillery,

London Letter 


By RALPH PERRIN FORSTER 

(By Mail): Britain “muddled 
through” the last war and “mud- 
dle” seems still to be the key- 
note. It is rather tragie to see 
the general lack of organiza- 
tion and preparation which seems 
to exist everywhere. So much has 
to be done and so little is being 
done the newspapers are taking up 
the campaign ot get some real 
action. Symptomatic of the general 
state of muddle is the letter sent by 
the ministry the last week of April 
to all municipal authorities “re- 
questing” them to give priority to 
air raid precaution work. One 
would have thought that such a re- 
quest would have been sent out last 
September instead of seven months 
after Munich. 

My work has taken me over a lot 
of England these last few weeks 
and necessitated my calling on 
many city engineers and air pre- 
officers. Everywhere I 
found the same thing. Because of 
lack of definite instructions 
lack of definite decisions as to who 
was to pay, very little has been 
done about anything except billet- 
ting and first aid classes. Lack of 
trained instructors and equipment 
seemed to be the rule and not the 


| exception. Everyone in the country 


is keen and eager to do his bit but 
there appears to be a lamentable 
absence of real leadership in the 
high places. This despite the state- 
ment after Munich that there was 
to be a “relentless and remorseless” 
investigation into the scandalous 
lack of preparation then revealed. 

The long delay in the appoint- 
ment of a minister of supply is an- 
other indication of muddle. Appar- 
ently the appointment is long over- 
due for even four months ago the 
minister of war said that under 
“our present system” the army 
could not ger its equipment. Since 
then the Territorial Army has been 
expanded by a quarter of a million 
men. The Conservative “Daily 
Telegraph” heads its leading article 
on the appointment of the new 
minister “After Two Years Delay.” 
Garvin, editor of “The Observer” 
calls it the “Ministry of Half- 
Supply.” This is strong criticism 
from the man who for years, and 
until the beginning of April, was 
the arch champion of everything 
Italian and the arch apologist for 
everything Nazi. 

Public opinion forced Chamber- 
lain to appoint a minister of supply. 
There is every indication that soon 
it will force him to include Chur- 
chill in his cabinet. People had 
hoped that his knowledge and vital- 
ity would have made him a cer- 
tainty for inclusion in the next 
cabinet reshuffle but again he has 
been left out. Churchill has been 
consistently right about Germany 
for years and has been equally con- 
sistent in his attacks on the gov- 
ernment, It is said that he is the 
one man that the Germans really 
fear. One paper asks if his exclu- 
sion is because an impoverished 
cabinet fears to be dwarfed by a 
man who stands out as a giant 
amongst such names as Stanhope 
Burgin and Hoare. At the recent 
Canada Club dinner to the Hon. R 
B. Bennett it was significant that 
the applause which greeted Chur- 
chill on rising lasted for nearly five 
minutes, 

It is hard to realize sitting here in 
the sunshine in the garden that the 
war sword cf Damocles hangs by a 
hair over our heads. Here 1] am 
surrounded by the beauties of the 
English spring which always makes 
you forgive the English winter.

Grants and Loans For 
Highways Listed in the 
House of Commons 


OTTAWA, May 4.—The federal 
government granted $7,469,440 to 
the four western provinces for 
highway construction from 1934 to 
1938 and in addition paid $5,859,- 
254 coward highway works under- 
taken as relief measures, 

This information came to the 
House of Commons Wednesday in 
returns tabled to questions by Wil- 
liam Hayhurst (S.C., Vegreville). 

In addition to these subsidies 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba have received loans totalling 
$3,385,875 for highway construction. 
A footnote to the return says parts 
of loans made the western provinces 
for relief works generally may have 
gone to highway construction. 

Highway grants by the depart- 
ment of mines and resources 
totalling $7,469,440 were received 
by the provinces as follows: Man- 
itoba $1,299,405; Saskatchewan 
$579,324; Alberta $2,275,000; Bri- 
tish Columbia $3,315,711. 

The $5,859,254 paid on construc- 
tion or improvement of highways 
by the department of labor under 
the various unemployment relief 
acts was divided as follows: Mani- 
toba $3,269,831; Saskatchewan §$1,- 
064,771; Alberta $976,709; British 
Columbia $1,548,043. 

Loans specifically for highway 
construction have been granted as 
follows: Manitoba $827,500; Sas- 
katchewan $1,506,375; Alberta $1,- 
050,000.

Starchy vegetable, is highly prized 
for its delicate flayor, and is a} 
{member of the lily family. It has 


been esteemed from the time of the 
Greeks and Romans as a table 
delicacy and is reported to grow 
wild so plentifully on the Steppes 
of Russia, that the cows eat it like 


grass 

Charles Lamb, noted author, is 
quoted as saying “I stick to aspara- 
gus, which still seems to inspire 
gentle thoughts.” 

In order to @njoy the full deli- 
ciousness of this food, use the ten- 


der young spears. cook them while 
fresh, and be careful not to cook 
them too long | 
Although asparagus may be ob- 
tained most of the year in the 
large city markets in its fresh 
Staté, it is most reasonable in price 
only when it is in The 
canned product however is excel- 
lent, and may be used when the 
fresh vegetable is too expensive 
While asparagus does not contain 
a great deal of nourishment, it is of 


season 


value because it is rich in food 
minerals, because provides a 
soft, non-irritating bulk, and be- 


cause of its dé@sirable flavor 

In preparing this vegetable, take 
considerable care to remove all 
grit. Inasmuch as smal! particles of 
dirt may stick to the scales, I be- 
lieve it is the best plan to wash 
under running water. The tough 
fibrous end is then cut off. 

Those who like to serve the 
stalks whole will find that tying the 
vegetable in a bundle will prove 
helpful. After tying, cut off the 
ends so that the bunch will stand 
upright. Place in a cooking vessel | 
with about 2 inches of boiling | 
water in the bottom. A cover should | 
be provided. This method of cook- | 
ing will keep the delicate tips 4 
from being broken, To serve, ré- 
move frorn pan, cut the strings 
and arrange on a large plate or| 
platter.

main part of the city. The fire 
eats into the ground and is very 
difficult to handle. Last year we 
had a truck out at Whitemud for 
three full days fighting a ground 
fire. To preserve the scenery, 
every precaution should be ob- 
served.

CHIEF CONSTABLE A. G. SHUTE, 
city police: Persons lighting fires 
along the river banks should be 
compelled to extinguish them, 
even if it requires a bylaw to that 
effect. In forest areas of British 
Columbia no one is allowed to 
light an open fire, even for the 
purpose of cooking food, unless 
a permit to do so is obtained from 
the authorities. The same sort of 
strict regulations should be en- 
forced here.

FRED BAASKE., clerk: I go on pic- 
nics along the river banks fre- 
quently, and J would much prefer 
to recline under shady trees than 
perch on a blackened tree stump 
and smell ashes. Stone fireplaces 
built along the banks by the city 
would cut down the danger to a 
minimum.

Well Work, Piping Plan- 
ned This Year—$526,000 


Already Spent 


Af'focuncement was made 
Thursday by Julian Garrett, gen- 
eral manager of the Northwestern 
Utilities Limited that the com- 
pany's construction program for 
the 1939 season invelves the ex- 
Penditure of about $176,000. A 
considerable amount will also be 
spent on maintenance. 


“During the years 1936, 1937 and 
1938 the company, in addition to a 
Jarge amount for maintenance, has 
Spent for capital additions approx- 
imately $526,000 and during the 
same period has paid the city for 
taxes $287,000," said Mr. Garrett, 
“and this year will see further ex- 
tensions,” 

In the field, one well will be tub- 
ed with approximately 2,100 feet of 
4%” tubing. In accordance with the 
usual custom, probably about 16 
wells will be cleaned out, Over a 
mile of 6-inch field line will be re- 
Placed by an 8-inch line to increase 
the capacity of the field gathering 
lines.
